county—citv and rural districts 
alike- that they will not only get 
their money’s worth but that the 
expenditure for permanent roads 
will prove an investment of which 
they will be proud. 
After having defeated a number 
of bond issues of various denomi­ 
nations for a similar purpose, the 
people of the county agreed to a 
comprehensive bond 
issue 
that 
would make possible a system of 
roads that would be a blessing to 
all the people who have any oce.e- 
i sion to travel the roads for any 
) purpose. 
The Tarrant bond issue 
j was for *1.000,000 for roads and 
|$600,000 for bridges, and the ehar- 
laeter of construction of both roads 
and bridges is sueh as to win the 
admiration of ail who have seen 
them. 
General Plan of System 
Four cardinal 
roads 
leading 
from tin* city limits of Fort Worth 
to the boundary line of 
Tarrant 
county, and largely following the 
points of the compass as to direc­ 
tion, are being constructed, while 
there will be four 
sub-cardinal 
roads leading from the city to the 
county line and penetrating tin* 
territory lying between the va­ 
rious cardinal roads. In this man­ 
ner it is proposed to reach praeti 
cally every section of the county 
and provid* it with first-class per­ 
manent road into the county capi­ 
tal. 
A total of 132 miles of perma­ 
nent roadway will be construeted

ley.

SMALL MACHINE MAKES 


ICE AI NOMINAL COST 


Abilene Man 
Perfects Machine 
That Does W ork Cheaply 
and Efficiently 


After two months of anxiety, 
during which time he saw hm am­ 
bition suspended between doubt 
and certainty, W. 0. Grant, of 
Abilene, \esfciday Was 
enabled 
10 settle bark in his chair and 
smile a great big smile that went 
right through him and 
blotted 
out all the dark moments of the 
trying two months. 
Mr. Grant is 
the inventor of an ice making ma­ 
chine, and during the past, two 
months has been eagerly watching 
the construction of a small inode! 
at 
the 
Brown wood 
foundry. 
W bile sure his ideai was right, 
and while he believed he would 
succeed, the proof of the machine 
was in the ice it would make, 
and until the ice v. as made the 
inventor was in suspense. 
At one o clock yesterday after­ 
noon the machine was started and 
at three o ’clock the temperature 
’in the freezing chamber was 12 
degrees above zero- -and 
gr»ing 
down. 
Beyond the question of a 
doubt the machine makes ice and 
makes it easily. 
Making ice is not the greatest 
advantage of this little machine, 
however, it makes it easily, and j 
makes it cheaply. 
The operation j 
of the machine costs about four 
cents per hundred pounds of ice 
manufactured 
and 
the 
cost of 
purchase will be placed at about 
$250. 
The ammonia 
process is em­ 
ployed in the machine, which is 
simply a small ice plant, so sim­ 
plified that anyone can operate it. 
By its use the small community 
can have ice at a nominal price, 
instead of paying a dollar a hun­ 
dred as is usually the case. 
It 
will also be of great benefit to 
farmers, three or four of whom 
can club together and.purchase a 
machine for making ice on 
the 
farm. 
The promoters of the machine 
have patents pending at W ash­ 
ington, and contemplate the or­ 
ganization of a company to m an­ 
ufacture the machines on a large 
scale. 
If their plans do not mis­ 
carry, they will, within the next 
six months have in operation here 
a plant that will employ 
more 
than 200 skilled mechanics and 
which will materially add to the 
monthly payroll of Brownwood.— 
Brown wood Bulletin.
